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History 


The Governor’s Council on Disability traces its roots to the World War Il era. In 1947, President Harry S 
Truman issued an Executive Order establishing the President’s Committee on Employment of the 
Handicapped. This Committee was created to assist WWII veterans living with disabilities with reentry 
into the civilian workforce. In 1949, Missouri established the state Governor’s Committee to share 
information about work related problems facing people living with disabilities. In 1977, the Governor’s 
Committee was established as a state agency and in 1994, the agency’s name was changed and the 
statute was updated to broaden the agency’s mission beyond employment, enabling the Governor’s 
Council on Disability to become a voice for more than one million Missourians living with disabilities in 
all facets of life, including state government. 


Mission 

To provide leadership and support so people with disabilities achieve inclusion and independence. 
Vision 

The Missouri Governor’s Council on Disability will be recognized statewide as the primary organization 
providing leadership to improve the lives of Missouri citizens with disabilities. 


Goals 


The Governor’s Council on Disability’s Strategic and Operational Plan was updated and approved for 
2023 - 2027 on November 18, 2022. The Goals are: 


Goal I: Advise all state agencies and non-governmental organizations to advocate for policies 
and practices that impact Missouri citizens with disabilities. 

Goal II: Encourage system changes and public policies that eliminate barriers and support the 
wellbeing and independence of individuals with disabilities. 

Goal III: Expand opportunities for independence for people with disabilities in all aspects of their 
lives. 

Goal IV: Gather input from the public on disability related issues and report the results of this 
information. 

Goal V: Develop, explore, and implement strategies to increase resources for the operating 


efficiency of the Council.

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Finances 


The Governor’s Council on Disability’s programs and services are funded from General Revenue, with 
the exception of the youth transition programs. This funding covers personnel costs and expenses for 
most Council activities. The Fiscal Year 2023 (July 1, 2022 — June 30, 2023) budget is listed below: 


Personnel (4 FTE): $198,788.00 
Operating Expenses: S 24,898.00 
Total: $223,686.00 


At the time of publication, the Council has spent $9,756 in operating expenses, or 39% of the FY23 
budget. Expenses include supplies, postage, telecommunications, Council meeting expenses, travel, 
professional development, disability accommodations, and expenses for GCD programs. 


The Missouri Youth Leadership Forum (MO-YLF), Virtual Leadership Summit (VLS), and Leadership 
Development Program for Deaf/Hard of Hearing (LDP) are programs that are not funded from General 
Revenue funds. These programs are funded through a combination of sponsorships and donations. 
Paraquad, Inc., a Center for Independent Living in St. Louis, serves as the 501(c)3 fiscal agent for these 
programs.

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Programs and Initiatives 


Technical Assistance 


The Governor’s Council on Disability (GCD) provides disability-related technical assistance to 
individuals, businesses, governmental and agency representatives in Missouri, and other states. Most 
contacts are from individuals in need of resources in order to live more independently. Referrals are 
made to state and federal agencies, local community resources, Centers for Independent Living, non- 
profit organizations, including faith-based groups and Community Action Agencies. In some instances, 
referrals are made to businesses or for-profit entities. The GCD also works with state agencies, state 
legislators and the Governor’s Office on constituent affairs to provide solutions to individuals’ concerns 
and issues. 


In 2022, the GCD received a substantial number of calls and e-mail inquiries concerning disability 
services, financial assistance and eligibility requirements for disability benefits (48%), service animals 
(15%), and housing (10%). Other common inquiries included requests for information about 
employment, legal/advocacy issues, transportation, accommodations, ADA guidelines and regulations, 
Universal Design standards, accessible parking, FMLA issues, and questions about potential 
discrimination in employment, housing or in public places. 

Overall, the GCD assisted 537 different individuals with their phone inquiries, and responded to 615 
e-mail inquiries and requests.

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Legislative Programs 


Legislative Education Project 

The purpose of the Legislative Education Project (LEP) is to educate people about the Missouri 
legislative process and motivate individuals by providing opportunities to become actively involved in 
public policy that impacts people with disabilities. The LEP is sponsored annually during the legislative 
session and includes online learning tools to bring the training to individuals and organizations in their 
communities. The online training modules and videos teach individuals about How a Bill Becomes a 
Law, the Elected Officials and General Assembly, and How to Navigate the House and Senate Websites. 
The videos educate about Accessible Voting, Attending a Senate Hearing and Providing Testimony, and 
Building an Effective Relationship with Legislators. The online learning modules and videos have had 
more than 2,500 views. 


The GCD updated the Accessible Voting video to reflect changes in legislation regarding absentee 
voting, and created a new resource page with information relating to accessible voting on the Disability 
Web Portal. 


Legislative Priorities Poll 

Each year the Governor's Council on Disability distributes a Legislative Priorities Poll to determine the 
issues that are important to Missourians with disabilities and those who work and live with them. The 
poll is sent out to agencies and individuals. This year, 452 individuals from 57 counties in Missouri 
participated in the poll. Based on the results, the legislative priorities the Governor’s Council on 
Disability will be following during the 2023 legislative session are: 


Plans for public emergencies and disasters ensuring needs of people with disabilities are met 
All public buildings having evacuation plans for all people with disabilities 
The State of Missouri should update websites to include more language that is direct and easy to 
understand for those with reading or writing difficulties 
The Direct Support Professional workforce providing critical services 
5. Ban on drivers’ texting while driving 


Outcomes of the Legislative Priorities Poll are shared with the General Assembly and elected officials.

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Missouri Youth Leadership Forum 


The annual Missouri Youth Leadership Forum (MO-YLF) is a 5-day leadership and career development 
program for transition age high school students with disabilities.

The program provides an opportunity for students to learn from mentors, program alumni and 
volunteers who share similar experiences and grow as leaders in their communities. The delegates get 
to experience college life while they attend the program and learn about career and college 
opportunities from an employer panel and post-secondary education professionals. A legislative day at 
the capitol provides opportunities to learn about the legislative process and self-advocacy, and the 
community service project teaches the value of volunteering and giving back to those in need. Social 
activities in the evenings allow time for bonding and friendships to form.

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Virtual Leadership Summit 


The one-day Virtual Leadership Summit (VLS) was held February 26, 2022, and provided 16 transition 
age Missouri high school students the opportunity to learn about leadership, self-determination, 
employment, goal setting, and independent living, and prepare them for the weeklong Missouri Youth 
Leadership Forum. 


The VLS also increased the statewide outreach by providing leadership opportunities in different 
regions of the state and offered five MO-YLF alumni the opportunity to participate as mentors, session 
leaders and facilitators. Since its inception in 2021, 46 students representing 20 counties in Missouri 
have participated in the program.

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Employment Initiatives 


Missouri as a Model Employer Initiative 

In September 2019, Governor Parson issued Executive Order 19-16 outlining directives for state 
agencies to implement the Missouri as a Model Employer initiative. Members of the OA 
Commissioner’s Office, Division of Personnel, Office of Equal Opportunity, and the Governor’s Council 
on Disability collaborated to carry out the directives of the executive order. The efforts focused on 
gathering data on the number of employees with disabilities in state government through the annual 
voluntary self-disclosure survey, awareness activities during National Disability Employment 
Awareness Month, and recommending training on disability awareness, diversity and inclusion for all 
state HR and hiring managers, supervisors and employees. More information about the initiative can

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Outreach Activities 


The Governor’s Council on Disability participated in numerous outreach and educational activities 
throughout the year to promote disability awareness and inclusion of people with disabilities in all 
aspects of life. 


Disability Web Portal / Website / Social Media 

e The Missouri Disability Web Portal (https://disability.mo.gov) serves as a one-stop access point 
for the public to obtain information on disability resources and offers links to other entities and 
state agencies that provide services to people with disabilities. The portal also provides a link to 
the GCD website. In 2022, the Disability Web Portal and GCD website had over 171,000 page views. 


e Social Media: The GCD Facebook page is reaching a growing number of individuals with more than 
1,800 page followers, the Missouri Youth Leadership Forum Facebook has more than 500 page 
followers, and GCD’s Twitter account has 182 followers to date. 


e Email subscribers: Over 1,700 individuals are subscribed to GCD listservs to receive disability- 
related information and GCD program updates. 


Educational Presentations / Outreach / Exhibits 
The Governor’s Council on Disability provides educational programs on disability rights, etiquette and 
awareness, employment of people with disabilities, service animals and other disability-related topics 
to any state agency, group or organization in Missouri requesting such information. Educational 
programs are specifically tailored to the individuals or groups. During the quarterly public Council 
meetings, presentations are provided on different disability-related topics. 


Throughout the year 2022, the GCD staff:
